Trade Topics. 


The Tax on Paper and Paper-Making. 





The cost of news paper has set many of the 
daily papers to talking on the subject. The fol- 
lowing, from the Chicago Tribune, is peculiar in 
its argument: ‘“‘ There are several great indus- 
tries in this country which are directly and 
grievously afflicted by the tariff without any 
rational purpose or financial reason. These are 
the manufactures of cotton, linen, glass, and 
paper. Inall these great industries the use of 
soda ash and of other bleaching agents is an 
essential and serious item of cost. The articles 
are indispensable, and the tariff tax is oppressive 
and repressive, and most injurious to all engaged 
in these large branches of industry. 

We wish to call the attention of the press and 
of Congress to the effect of the tax on soda ash 
and other bleaching agents upon the cost of 
making paper. In this country paper is made 
not only from rags, but largely from straw and 
from wood. The process of bleaching in the 
manufacture of paper from straw and wood is 
acostly one because of the great quantity of 
chemicals needed, and because of the oppressive 
tax imposed upon these necessary commodities. 
The annual importation of soda ash exceeds 
200,000,000 pounds; the duty on this article is 
$5.65 per ton. The duty on other chemicals 
used for the same purpose is even higher. Paper 
is one of the great manufactures of this coun- 
try, and every tax upon the materials needed in 
the business becomes a burden, without accomp- 
lishing any corresponding benefit. 

The great “boom,” which has so crazed the 
iron,’steel and coal industries of the country, has 
extended sympathetically to other productions. 
It has reached that of paper-making. The prices 
of paper at the mills have been advanced be- 
tween 25 and 33 per cent. since June last. And 
the trouble with the newspaper consumers of 
“print” is, they cannot increase their subscrip- 
tion prices to correspond with the advance of 
white paper. If they raise their price they lose 
subscribers, and so they are thus far standing 
the loss as a choice of evils. When they protest 
to the paper-makers against the advance, the 
latter point them to the high cost of soda and 
other bleaching powders, and say that if the 
duty were taken off they could materially re- 
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relieved of every tax on each and every thing 
entering into their production. All raw ma- 
terials, all chemicals, all dyestuffs and all 
bleaching-powders of every description and 
quality should be admitted free of duty, and 
these manufacturers placed on the same footing 
in this respect with their foreign competitors. 
The manufacture of paper in this country 
should be relieved of this tax in an especial 
manner, because a tax upon paper is a repres- 
sive tax that reaches every man, woman and 
child in the country that can read and write. 
At the same time, the duty on all paper, espe- 
cially that used for books and newspapers, 
should be reduced one-half—that is, to 10 per 
cent. If the statements of the manufacturers 
as to the heavy addition made to the cost of 
producing printing-paper because of this tax on 
chemicals be true, then a repeal of this oppres- 
sive tax will far more than compensate them for 
the reduction of the duty on imported printing- 
paper. There has been no print-paper imported 
for years; no foreign paper can be imported 
that can compete with domestic paper pro- 
tected by a duty of 20 per cent. and other 
charges, and the cost of ocean and internal 
transportation. 

The taxes on the bleaching and other chemi- 
cals used in making paper, it has been always 
claimed, so increased the cost of making paper 
in this country, that nothing less than a duty of 
20 per cent. would protect it from foreign com- 
petition. Congress, therefore, will see that by 
repealing this onerous tax on bleachers the duty 
on paper may be repealed or at least reduced to 
10 per cent., to the great advantage of the 
American manufacturers as well as of every 
newspaper and every book and magazine pub- 
lisher in this country. Everybody has a direct 
interest in this matter. The revenue from 
printing paper is not large, and can be spared, 
and the tax on chemicals used for bleaching 
serves only to swell the cost of manufacture. 
Every newspaper and every publisher in the 
United States, therefore, should unite in laying 
all these facts before Congress, in order that 
that body, being thus informed, can relieve the 
manufacturers of this useless and oppressive 
burden, and that the duty on paper, if not abol- 
ished also, be reduced to one-half. The case is 


too plain for Congress to hesitate in the matter

duce the price of print paper. This is the main 
excuse given for the great advance in the price. 

The fact, however, is that the American man- 
ufacturers have combined to place the price of 
print paper at the exact point which will ex- 
clude importation. The duty on paper used for 
books and newspapers, magazines and other sim- 
ilar publications, is 20 per cent. on the foreign 
cost, and 20 per cent. on the storage, handling, 
commissions and other foreign charges, to which 
is to be added the cost of ocean freights and in- 
land transportation to the place of consumption. 
The advance is an arbitrary one; there has been 
no such increase in the cost of rags, straw, or 
wood as to justify any such increase in the price 
of print paper since last summer. There may 
have been some increase in the cost of labor and 
of transportation, but nothing to warrant the 
increase of one-third made by the manufact- 
urers. 

The paper-makers represent, as they have al- 
ways done, that they are heavily taxed upon 
the chemicals and bleaching powders used in 
their production. This complaint is also, and 
as strongly, urged by the manufacturers of 
cotton and linen goods and glassware. This 
complaint has been urged on the ground that, 
if the manufacture of paper was relieved of the 
heavy tax upon bleachers, the American paper- 
makers could, because of the better qualities and 
cheaper cost of the straw and of the wood, make 
paper for export and sell it abroad, in successful 
competition with the paper of European mills. 
This, if true, shows that the present tax on 
bleaching powders and all other chemical 
agents isan oppressive and restraining weight 
upon the unlimited expansion of American 
paper manufacture. 

Any tax on paper is a tax on public intelli- 
gence. The book, the magazine, the pamphlet 
and the newspaper are essentials to the Ameri- 
can people. They are the disseminators of 
knowledge; they are the great American teach- 
ers; they enter every household; they carry in- 
formation where it could not otherwise go; and 
they cultivate and maintain that public senti- 
ment upon which public and private morality 
depend. The magnitude of this tax on paper 
can be estimated partially by considering the 
many millions of publications issued daily and 
weekly, and reaching every household, showing 
the enormous consumption of paper in this 
country. 

Now, the duty of Congress in this matter is a 
plain one. American manufacturers of paper, 
and of glass, cotton and linen goods should be 


The American Paper-Makers’ Association. 
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CrxcrnnatTI, February 4, 1880. 

A meeting of the Cincinnati Division of the 
American Paper-Makers’ Association was held 
on Tuesday, the session being prolonged until 
to-day, in order to harmonize action with the 
Chicago Division. The result of the meeting 
was that prices for news and book papers at 
Cincinnati and Chicago were established at the 
same quotations in both markets, except for the 
highest grade of book, on which the Chicago 
quotation is half a cent higher. The division 
decided to make no advance on news paper, but 
advanced No. 3 book a quarter of a cent per 
pound, and No. 2 machine finished and No. 2

Correspondence. 
British Notes. rs 
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16 Paternoster Row, Lonpon, E. C., 
January 17, 1880. 


There is very little to report this fortnight. 
Trade is, I am sorry to say, not quite so firm as 
I would like to see it. I do hope paper-makers 
will stand firm and maintain the rise. 

In Scotland paper-makers are sticking to their 
rise like men. It isthe only thing to be done. 
Paper-makers, don’t talk, but just stand to your 
colors, and let nothing tempt you away! 

A friend, the manager of a paper mill, told me 
that as orders were not coming in very freely, 
some paper mills were thinking about returning 
to old prices. Now this will be ruin. Orders 
can’t be expected to follow thick upon an ad- 
vance. 

Paper-makers are too shrewd, surely, to think 
that buyers won’t make any demur to their ad- 
vance. They must, at any rate, expect a little 
opposition at first. Buyers will not say, ‘‘ Ah, 
we expected this rise long since, we’re so glad it 
is here at last, we will pay it gladly.” No. 
They will say: ‘‘ Ah, this is the game, is it? We 
will see all about this; we won’t give any ad- 
vance if we can help it.” There’s a difference 
here, somehow. I exhort all paper-makers to 
stick to their advanced prices. They must not 
budge a millionth part of aninch. They must 
say that “It’s nothing to what’s coming di- 
rectly.” 

I understand that the dealers on your side are 
making another run on fine rags, and they are 
rushing Continental dealers as well as our own. 
In fact, so marked is the move abroad that the 
Continental dealers held a meeting last week, 
and resolved to raise prices from 8 fr. to 7 fr. per 
bundred kilogs., which, in plain English, means 
a rise of Is. to 3s. per cwt. The weather is 
breaking now, and very soon rags will be com- 
ing in freely from France and Holland. I 
can, however, safely say that all arrivals for 
some time to come are sold and will be delivered 
on account of November sales principally. I 
hope, therefore, our paper-makers will keep 
their eyes open and buy at once. I see very 
little prospect of any moderation in good rags 
I believe Brookside Mill, 
near Blackburn, has been bought for about £600. 
The machinery must have been removed, partly, 
to account for this small sum. I understand the 
new owners are not paper-makers; but have 
engaged a manager, and expect to start very 
soon. 

A gentleman in the paper trade called on me 
this morning, having come direct from Man- 
chester. He reports scarcity of material, and 
says paper-makers are very anxious about rags, 
and are looking all over for them, and can’t get 
any. He tells me, also, that efforts are being 
made to get sugar-cane into the market again; 
but surely paper-makers won’t buy this useless 
material I have seen sugar-cane planted, 
watched its growth, ate it when ripe, and assisted 
in putting it through the mills upon West 
Indian estates. I have boiled the ‘ trash,” or 
megasse, as the squeezed refuse is called, and ex- 
perimented with it with a view to paper-mak- 
ing material, and I unhesitatingly say it is of 
no real value. It is very difficult to wash, more 
difficult to beat, and has a very poor yield of 
fibre. That fibre is short and weak. I know of 
no recommendation whatever. I am aware 
that paper has been made from it, but that is 
not the slightest proof of its utility to paper- 
makers. Experiments depend upon all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding them. Sugar-cane 
cannot be brought here and sold at a remun- 
erative price, for one thing. Immediately it 
becomes a paper-making material the planter 
will raise his price. At present he either burns 
it for fuel or leads it back to the plantation for 
manure. I further venture to assert, in spite of 
any or all opposition or contradiction, that there 
is no supply for our market. This is certain. 
The great thing for paper-makers, however, to 
consider is, the quality of the fibre, and verily 
the squashed sugar-cane is—‘‘ trash.” 

R. Olive, who is related to Olive Bros., paper- 
makers, at Woolfold Mill, near Bury, is going to 
build a mill ‘‘somewhere.” This is rather 
curious information, but I give it to you as I 
have it. Mr. Olive is not a paper-maker him- 
self, but I understand he has bought a cotton 
factory on the same stream which supplies 
Woolfold Mill, and he is going to run three ma- 
chines on news and printings. 

I think that now N, B. Downing has arranged 
matters with his creditors he will push ahead at 
Mendip Mills. They are fine buildings. I in- 
close a sketch of them, and I wish the mills 
every success. Mr. Downing makes a cheap 
engine-sized writing and other similar papers. 

I hear that the Stationery Office waste papers,

about which I wrote you some months ago, have 
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brick-makers are buying all they can lay their 
hands on within a radius of fifty miles. One 
contractor has recently purchased 800,000, and 
expects to get as many more atonce. A firm 
has just purchased a tract of land containing 
twenty acres across the river for $6,000, which 
will be turned into a brick-yard. Thesame firm 
owns a yard in this city, and madeover 4,000,000 
brick last season. 

The Crocker Manufacturing Company has just 
put in a 42-inch Fourdrinier machine at the No. 
1 Mill. Its capacity is about two tons per day. 
The company now has three of these machines 
in both mills, and their combined capacity is 
nearly eight tons per day. 

The pulp department of the Chemical Paper 
Company is being built as rapidly as possible. 
One of the machines and several of the rag en- 
gines are already in, and stock is being bought. 
There will be two machines im the present mill, 
and when the second one is built that will con- 
tain two also. The second mill will be built as 
soon as the brick can be obtained. 

W. O. Tyler, Secretary of the J. W. Butler 
Paper Company, of Chicago, and J. L. Rubel, 
Secretary of the Breemaker-More Paper Com- 
pany, of Louisville, Ky., were in town last 
week. 


A. N. Aldrich, an employee of the firm of 
Dickinson & Mayo, was seriously injured re- 
cently while unloading rags from a car. 

Ex-Superintendent C. E. Adams, formerly of 
the Wauregan Paper Mill, fell while going down 
a flight of stairs at his residence last week, and 
broke his leg. Mr. Adams had been out of em- 
ployment for some time, and had just secured a 
position, which this accident will prevent him 
from accepting at present. 

Superintendent E. A. Whiting, of the Whit- 
ing Paper Mill No. 2, is to start next week on a 
trip through Florida. He has been out of health 
for some time, and takes this method of recov- 
ering it. He will remain until May.

Holyoke Notes.

Hotyoxe, February 4, 1880. 

My last letter to THe JouRNAL, in which I 
stated that four new paper mills would prob- 
ably be built here this season, caused quite a 
stir among the manufacturers, and there were 
many inquiries as to their probable location, &c. 
Since writing the letter referred to three out of 
the four are as good as assured. The Newtons 
began, last Friday morning, excavating for a 
large mill on the site southeast of the Albion pa- 


per mill, on the second level canal. This has been 
looked upon for some time as a very good loca- 
tion for a mill. The mill will be owned by 
H. C. Hulbert, of New York; his son-in-law, 
Mr. Sutphen, and Mr. Hosford, of the Boston 
firm of Train, Hosford & Co. The mill will 
have a capacity of five tons, and the goods 
manufactured will be fine book and flat-cap 
papers. The following are the dimensions: En- 
gine-room, 40x120 feet, two stories high; ma- 
chine-room, 33x130 feet, two stories high; fiuish- 
ing-room, 36x100 feet, three stories high; rag- 
room, 36x150 feet, three stories high; boiler- 
room, 25x36 feet, one story high. The mill will 
be thoroughly equipped, as the following list 
will show: The wheel-pit will contain three 
water wheels, each of 300-horse power; two 60- 
horse power steam boilers; one rag bleach, cap- 
able of holding five tons; six 1,200-pound rag 
engines; two Gould engines; two stacks super- 
calenders; three Hammond cutters, and one 
under-cut trimmer. The mill will be substan- 
tially built of brick, and will have a slate roof. 

William Whiting, of the Whiting Paper Com- 
pany, and L. L. Brown, of Adams, have pur- 
chased a mill site between the Aibion paper mill 
and the site of the mill described above. It has 
ten mills power, and it is understood that the 
two purchasers will erect a fine writing mill at 
an early day, which they will run as a private 
enterprise, independent of the Whiting Paper 
Company. The Water Power Company is to 
extend the second level canal 1,000 feet to ac- 
commodate these enterprises. 

About five years ago John Robertson, of Put- 
ney, Vt., purchased the manilla mill at South 
Holyoke, and began the manufacture of heavy 
manilla and tissue papers. Up to this period 
the property bad not been a financial success, 
and the downfall of the new proprietor was 
looked upon as a sure thing; but Mr. Robertson 
attended to his business, and, after running the 
mill a year, he called W. A. Cole to his aid and 
put the mill in his charge. Mr. Cole has super- 
intended the manufacture of the goods for four 
years with the best of success. Since my last 
letter Mr. Robertson has sold the mill to his 
nephews, E. C. and F. M. Robertson, of Hins- 
dale, N. H., who will take charge of the prop- 
erty at once. Mr. Cole is undecided where to 
locate. He has had several good offers, and 
whoever secures his services will be fortunate. 
He has been with Mr. Robertson for fifteen 
years. 

The scarcity of brick is a great drawback upon 
building operations in this city just now. The 
supply is entirely exhausted, and some of the 





George F. Barden, formerly with Byron Weston, 
of Dalton, and Thomas Bottomley, of Lee. Mr. 
Bottomley spent six years in Japan, during 
which time he erected the Wardlow Paper Mill. 
He also superintended the erection of the largest 
mill in Japan, which is now manufacturing 
paper for the government. The Cannon Mill is 
located on the site of the old Turkey Mill which 
was burned down several years ago. Elizur 
Smith manufactured paper in the old mill which 
took the first prize at the World’s Fair, in Lon- 
don, in 1851. The mill will be putin thorough 
running order by the new managers and started 
up on fine paper. 

Z. Crane, Jr., and Brother, of Dalton, have 
long been known as manufacturers of fine 
bristol board, and now they have engaged in 
the manufacture of fancy papers and envelopes. 
They have recently expended $3,000 in fitting 
up this branch of their business. The stock 
used is No. 1 cotton and linen rags, which pro- 
duces an extra quality of paper. The paper is 
put under a cutter which at one stroke will cut 
1,000 sheets into envelope measure, and these are 
taken in hand, folded and gummed. The ma- 
chine’s capacity is 20,000 envelopes per day, 
three machines making 60,000 per day. The 
goods are put up in neat boxes in two grades. 
The work is in charge of Mr. Edgerton, of 
Springfield, formerly with the Morgan Envelope 
Company. When the work is run to its full ca- 
pacity twenty men will be employed. 

Chaffee & Callender, of Glendale, are to 
build a machine room, 45x100 feet. They will 
also put in two engines and two Wetmore water 
wheels of 130 horse power each. 

The Smith Paper Company has just purchased 
a stock of 2,600 bales of jute which weighs 400 
pounds to the bale. 

Alexander Thatcher, who died recently, was 
for twenty years an employee of the Owen Pa- 
per Company. 

George Batten, of Turner’s Falls, came very 
near losing his life recently at the Montague Pa- 
per Mill. He was caught on a horizontal shaft, 
but clung to a post until every shred of his cloth- 
ing was stripped from his body. 

The Seymour Paper Company, of Windsor 
Locks, Conn., will replace the old iron washing 
engines with the Jones improved. 

The Collins Manufacturing Company is put- 
ting in $5,000 worth of new and improved ma- 
chinery, which will greatly increase its facil- 
ities. 

It is understood that there will .be several 
changes in the Clark W. Bryan Company, of 
Springfield, this spring. C. A. LENDER.

Besides, the latter product is of a grade at least 2c. 
per pound better than that of the American manu- 
facture. The republican press men, however, dep- 
recated any action looking to a removal of the pro- 
hibitory tariff of 20 per cent. on paper, on the ground 
that it was a “ political question.’ But this paper 
business brings the tariff problem home forcibly to 
the newspapers, because, first, they are at the mercy 
of a combination, and are obliged to pay exorbitant 
prices; and, secondly because they are unable to 
charge the advance upon customers (subscribers who 
have renewed at old rates) and have to stand the dif- 
ference themselves. This will impose a tax on the 
newspapers of Michigan for 1880, to be paid out of 
theirown pockets for the benefit of the paper-mill 
combination, of not less than $25,000. Those pub- 
lishers, therefore, who opposed any action looking 
toward the abolishment of the duty on paper on the 
ground of its being “ political,” are having a per- 
sonal and not over-profitable experience on the ques- 
tion of a prohibitive tariff in the interest of a few 
manufacturers. 

The claim of the paper-makers that they have 
been making no money may be valid, but they are 
not worse off than thousands of other business men 
with just as much capital invested. That rags have 
advanced is true, but only from one-half to one 
cent, per pcund; and rags are not a very formidable 
material in the wood and straw adulterated paper of 
to-day, while the advance in soda-ash, &c., does not 
appear to have affected the neighboring mills of 
Canada. Besides, if the paper manufacturers were 
not making money, why was it that the State con- 
tracts were let at a lower price for a good article of 
paper than publishers were at the same date paying 
for a poorer quality ? 

If the paper manufacturers had advanced paper 
one-half or three-fourths of a cent per pound it 
might have been considered reasonable, but at pres- 
ent the combination is reaping nearly all the profits 
of newspaper subscriptions, while the good-natured 
and self-sacrificing publishers do the work, make 
the collections and pay over the proceeds. Such 
disinterestedness is not often met with in other 
ranks of business and professional life. 

I give facts connected with our mill, which 
probably is an illustration of any Western mill. 

At this date, compared with August last, rags 
have advance 109 per cent.; papers, 40; wires, 
62; felts, 35; bleaching powders, 75; soda ash, 
30; wood pulp, 40; coal, 333¢. The latter we use 
very little of, but quote it to show the relative 
advance in prices. 

The expense of repairs is an item of no small 
sum in paper-making, and the advance in iron 
makes us losers again. 

Will our Michigan editorial friend please run 
over his figures once more.

Fires. 


The large wooden writing paper mill of the 
Southworth Paper Company, at Mittineaque, 
was burned on Wednesday, between 91¢ and 12 
o'clock. The origin of the fire is unknown. 
The Republican says that it started in one 
corner of the lower loft, where the office used 
to be. Nothing is left of the main building 
or most of the addition, but the brick office at 
the east end of the mill is saved. The loss is 
believed to be fully equal to the insurance of 
$70,000, The largest loss of any one company is 
$5,000 by the Atna, of Hartford, and most of 
the rest is in policies of $2,500 each, distributed 
among various companies. A quantity of paper 
was drying in the lofts, and, of course, went 
with the mill, but aside from this there was com- 
paratively little finished paper on hand, the 
product having been sold up close. As soon as 
possible after the fire was discovered the pumps 
in the paper mill and the Agawam Canal Com- 
pany’s cotton factory, a short distance east, 
were started up, throwing half a dozen streams 
of water, but the dry building and its contents 
were too combustible to be saved. The burned 
mill was the most western of the three at 
Mittineaque, and was built by Wells Southworth 
in 1840, being one of the oldest, perhaps the 
oldest, paper mills in the country. Ten years 
ago there were ten wooden paper mills between 
Pittsfield and Springfield, and they have been 
dropping out at about the rate of one a year 
since, till now the old Huntington mill is left 
alone. The Southworth mill was 100 feet long 
by 40 feet wide, two and one-half stories high 
in front and three and one-half inthe rear. The 
basement of the rear part held the carpenter, 
size and other minor rooms, the machine-room 
being in a brick addition which projected from 
the main building. The ground floor, entering 
the front, contained the engines and the finish- 
ing departments, while above were two lofts. 
Besides this, the mill had five extensions of 
brick and wood, which were used for various 
purposes, Water power was obtained through 
a canal leading from the Westfield River. The 
equipment has always been kept in the best con- 
dition. There were two 325-pound roll, 34-inch, 
and four 275-pound roll 30-inch engines, and two 
44-inch machines, the daily product being a ton 
and a half of fine writing paper. About 100 
hands were employed, twenty-five of whom 
were men and the rest women and girls. The 


























company will rebuild a at once, undoubtedly with 
all the modern conveniences, so that what 
threatened to be a great blow to the little vil- 
lage will prove the way to even greater pros- 
perity. Wells Southworth, who built;the mill, 
and has come up from New Haven, where he 
lives, almost daily to look out for itsjinterests, 
is eighty years old, has been at the head of the 
concern since its organization, and is the only 
active paper manufacturer in the United States 
born in the last century. H. W. Southworth is 
the agent and treasurer of the company, and 
has had immediate charge of the mill. The 
company announces that it will soon make ar- 
rangements to supply its customers, while its 
mill is rebuilding.

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Setting Turbine Water Wheels. 


It is an observed fact that turbine water 
wheels have more frequently failed by reason 
of a lack of proper care in setting than from 
any other cause. In fact, the writer has known 
cases where good wheels have been displaced by 
wheels absolutely known to be inferior, because 
they failed to perform effectually, when such 
failure was owing to defective work in setting. 
I remember one case in Iowa, when a double 
turbine failed to perform, and the proprietor 
was about to close a bargain with the agent of 
an inferior wheel for its displacement. Being 
interested at that time, as agent, in the success 
of this wheel, I volunteered to investigate mat- 
ters, and found that the flume had settled, so 
that the wheel lacked about two inches of being 
level, and the clutch coupling, by which the wheel 
was connected to the upright shaft of the mill, 
being fitted very closely, one side of the wheel 
case was lifted three-fourths of an inch every 
revolution. These facts were well known to the 
agent of the rival wheel, and yet such facts 
were kept from the knowledge of the proprietor. 

I will give my methods of setting turbine 
wheels, which may contain some useful hints on 
the subject. When wheels are set in flumes 
constructed of timber, I satisfy myself that the 
best foundation possible, under the circum- 
stances, is seeured. I then locate the place of 
wheels, and cut out the openings through the 
floor. Before putting down my packing strips 
or circles I plank over the openings and fill the 
flume, letting the water remain as long as pos- 
sible. This brings all parts to a settlement. 
Then I let out the water and put down my 
packing strips and level them off. This pre- 
caution should always be taken to secure good 
results. Of all the parts of a mill that are en- 
tirely neglected after first being set, water- 
wheels are the most liable to be overlooked; 
and yet as much care should be bestowed on 
them as upon any part of the machinery. No 
man does justice to himself or the manufacturer 
of wheels who fails at short intervals of time to 
examine the condition of his wheels in the 
flume. 

When turbine wheels are set, they should be 
protected by a half spherical case of strong 
wire-work placed over and around the wheel. 
This half-spherical casing should be made in two 
parts, with cast iron frame work, so as to be 
readily removed, and should be furnished with 
the wheel. This casing affords certain protec- 
tion from anything injurious getting into the 
wheel case. Something getting into the flume 
which would injure the wheel, when drawn 
down, is arrested by this casing of wire, and 
when the gate is closed, it will rise to the sur- 
face. This is an invention of the writer, he 
supposes at least, and he will say that it is not a 
patented device, and probably never will be, and 
all the inventor, provided he is the * original in- 
ventor,” asks is due credit by those using it.—

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money market 
was rather more active, and borrowers on call 
supplied their wants at 4@6 per cent. on ordinary 
stock collaterals, the market closing with trans- 
actions at the former rate. Prime mercantile 
paper is quoted at 5@5}¢ per cent. 

Government bonds were strong and in good 
demand, the market having been strengthened 
by the official announcement that the Treasury 
would receive proposals for the sale to the 
Government of $11,000,000 bonds for the Sinking 
Fund. Proposals will be received until Wednes- 
day, the 11th inst., when they will be opened 
and the awards made. The sales included $165,- 
000 4’s at 105@10514, $46,000 registered 41¢’s at 
106% @1067¢, $10,000 coupon do. at 108, and $40,- 
000 6’s of 1881 at 1054¢. A brisk buying move- 
ment set in at the close, under which an ad- 
vance of 44@% per cent. in prices was estab- 
lished.

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vancing prices bes ieperted additional annapte | 
to an already very firm market for most all 
other grades, the steady and increasing demand 
enabling manufacturers to take a very firm and 
independent position. Indeed, some of our large 
paper-makers have been so actively engaged in 
filling orders on hand, not having taken many 
recent new ones, that they appear entirely ata 
loss in regard to the present market, quotations 
having changed so materially in the meantime. 

The opinion is quite generaily expressed that 
the relative difference between the present cost 
of rags and other raw material, and the market 
prices of paper is now so small that unless this 
difference is not soon more evenly adjusted, 

those who have taken contracts ahead to make 
any considerable quantity will meet with loss 
in their attempt to figure on the future course 
of values. In the low grades of Fine Writings 
and Book Papers we are told that sales have oc- 
curred this week at lc. better prices. After con- 
siderable sharp competition between the sales- 

men of several of our prominent paper houses, 
where the price of one wag given to break down 
the quotation of another, and where llc. was 
asked by one of the parties, an order was placed 
for 35 tons Super-Calendered Book paper at 10c., 
and Yc. better was named to duplicate the 
order. This is an illustration of what daily oc 

curs in the trade when the ‘‘ bear” element is 
brought in close competition with the ‘ bull” 
houses. It is said among the trade that there are 
some dealers who generally express very firm 
views when naming prices of paper, but become 
very pliant when brought to the test of sharp 


competition with others who are known 
to be more conservative and less enthusi- 
astic in their expressions as to values. 


The situation in News has not improved, 
and some of the manufacturers claim that 
they are in no better position at present 
prices than during the period of the depression: 
while there are a few who assert that they are 
losing money on contracts taken before the rise 
several months ago. Prices are about as last 
named, and are on the basis of about 81¢c. for 
ordinary Wood or Straw Paper in large quan” 
tities and 84 @9c. in lots from store. No further 
change in prices is reported in Manillas and busi- 
ness remains generally as before. There is a fair 
business doing in Straw and Binders’ Boards, 
and prices remain steady. No improvement is 
looked for in the former until about the middle 
of this month. Straw Wrappings are steady, 
with only a light demand, and prices are steadily 
maintained. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market is strong at 
3 1-l6c. for Paper quality, and 3 3-16@3c. 
for Bagging Butts. The sales were about 5,000 
bales Spinning quality at 3}4c., and 3,000 bales 
Paper Butts at 3c. Another sale of a small lot 
comprising about 190 bales is reported at 3c. 
prompt cash. 

WOOD PULP.—The demand continues to 
absorb the full capacity of all the mills, which 
have orders on hand ahead of their product. 
Prices remain as last week, and sales daily occur 
at 3%{c. for non-Combination, and 4c. for Com- 
bination. Chemical fibre when offered at all is 
sold at 6@6\¢c., but it is difficult to get stock. 
There is some little inquiry for Mineral Pulp at 
about $20 per ton, but the sales are quite 
limited. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
There is a continued brisk inquiry for nearly all 
grades of foreign stock, but transactions are 
very much restricted, owing to the scarcity and 
the very firm views entertained by holders. Some 
of our importing houses have received cable 
despatches within the past few days containing 
instructions withdrawing all unaccepted offers 
for goods both on spot and in the course of ship- 
ment, and naming an advanced range of prices. 
These advices have more particular reference to 
English Stock, Cotton Rags, Jute and Manilla 
qualities. Linens of all grades are in ex- 
cellent request, and bring very strong 
prices, There is a rumored transaction said 
to have been closed this week, covering 
about 2,500 bales Leghorns to arrive, embracing- 
assorted lots, ranging from P. P. to C. C., on 
terms not made known. The arrivals at New 
York for the week foot up 682 bales Rags, 1,137 
bales Paper Stock,or an aggregate of 1,819 bales. 
Among the transactions reported were a resale of 
50 bales Bombay Colors at 3c.; 20 tons No. 1 C.
